JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

We havo advices from this port via San Francisco to the 23rd 
June, ten days later than those of the present P. and O. mail. 
The outward mail of April 21 was received on the 7th June. 

The following items are from the Japan Herald :— 


Yedo is crowded with troops, and her merchants delighted with 
their unaccustomed trade in consequence. It is stated that over- 
tures have been made to Stotsbashi, the late Tycoon, to resume 
the reins of temporal government, although deposed from his fur- 
mer seat because of the admission of foreigners. Stotsbashi (who 
Hank of a dilettante turn, and may possibly prove to be the 

orace Walpole of Japan) declines the invitation, preferring 
poetical lotus-eating to the worry of eternally adjusting balances 
of power amongst minor princes, of being ridden roughshod by 
foreign diplomacy, and looked on as a traitor by his countrymen 
for such submission, unavoidable as it is. 

Another foreigner (Mr. H. King) has been severely wounded 
at a Ne-e-gata by a two-sworded Japanese, who entered his room, 
and inflicted seven sword wounds upon him. Private animosity 
is believed to have actuated the deed. 


A census has been published of the population, which shows 
that on February | the entire population was 34,785,321, of which 
the males exceeded the females in number by 388,079. The lite- 
rary and military number 1,872,959; the farmers and shop- 
keepers, &c., 31,954,821 ; the "Buddhist priesthood 244,869 ; the 
Sintoo priests 163, 140, and 6,711 nuns. ‘The total revenue is abuut 
£61,118,038, the Government share being about £17,275,000. 


The United States Minister has presented his credentials as 
Envoy Extraordinary to the Mikado at Yedo. 

It is asserted that the Government has just received intelli- 
gence of the death of Satsuma’s uncle, Shimadzu Saburo, who 
has died at Kagosima. He was a foc to foreigners ; arrangements 
had been made for him to occupy a high Government position. 
Tie it was, it will be remembered, who gave the order some years 
ago to cut down Mr. Richardson on the Tokaido. 


It is believed that the murderer of Mr. Hoey, killed in his 
house in Yokohama in January, 1870, has been discovered. Ile 
lies in prison awaiting trial. 

The following is from the Japan Weekly Mail :— 

We are enabled to state on excellent authority that the silk 
crop this year gives admirable promise, and that so much more 
attention is being paid to the reeling that the objections lately 
made to the silk will disappear, at least to a very considerable 
extent. Regulations have been made in the interior that if the 
skeins are found to be cased with inferior silk, the native buyer 
can return his purchases to the seller, and that the latter shall 
return all money paid on account of them. Two experts have 
been appointed.in each district to exercise a general superinten- 
dence over the reelers. Each reeler has been ordered to affix his 
name to overy hank he produces. 

A meeting of the members of the Race Club has b-en heli, 
Mr. Robertson in the chair. ‘The accounts having bee: read, it 
appeared that there remained in hand over $1,700, of which some 
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$400 had been paid by one of the Japanese Ministers. It will be 
remembered that he had offered to fill up the dip, but finding 
that it would cost $5,000 he proposed to compromise the matter 
by payment of $1,000. Of this sum $400 has been received, and 
forms part of the $1,700 above mentioned. After some conversa- 
tion, it was decided to continue the steeplechases. 
In H.B.M.’s Provincial Court, Kanagawa, the case of “ Rickerb 

v. the Proprietors of the Japan Mail was heard on the 15t 
June. ‘This case originated in a petition filed by Mr. Talbot as 
agent for Mr. Rickerby to restrain Mr. Howell, one of the pro- 
prietors of the Japan Mauzt, from parting with, or transferring 
any part of, or interest in, the Japan Mail, the said Mr. Rickerby 
having a certain interest in the paper. Mr. Hill, for the de- 
fendant, contended that no such agreement existed as the one 
which was alleged to give Mr. Rickerby a first lien on the pro- 
perty. His Lordship held that as one party said there was a 
document in existence and the other said there was not, therefore 
the plaintiff must prove his document. There was sufficient in 
the petition and the affidavit to prevent the dismissal of the peti- 
tion, but the demurrer would be dismissed. On the question of 
costs his Lordship decided that they should be costs in the cause. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Yoxouama, June 23. 

The chief event here since the departure of the French mail on 
the 6th inst. has been the sudden disappearance of Mr. O. Seyd, 
of the German firm of Ernest Seyd and Co., who absconded by 
that steamer, and an investigation proves that he owes Japanese 
about $63,000. Report says he took nearly that sum with him, 
but it is known that he had a demand bill on the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank, at Hong Kong, for $22,000. A tele- 

was sent two or ‘three days after by steamer to Shang- 
Fai, intended to ensure his being arrested on his arrival at 
Hong Kong, but I do not think it could reach in time.* He 
sold large quantities of goods “to arrive”’—which do not 
appear to exist at all—taking bargain money. He also bought 
Anil aici silk, to be paid for next day by a cheque for $28,000, 
which was of course dishonoured—body of cheque filled up for 
twenty-eight hundred, and figures $28,000. He is also said to 
have shown a telegram from home that 50,000 pieces shirtings 
had been bought, and were ready for shipment early ; the infe- 
rence is that somebody on your side knows something of the fraud. 
The assets are about $100,000, liabilities $170,000 or thereabouts. 
He has lived 8 very fast life, and entertained Japanese sump- 
tuously, whilst he must have been swindling them. No books 
were kept—not even a cash book. Mr. Ohl is appointed liqui- 
dator, and the estate has been placed in bankruptcy. It is feared 
that the culprit may escape to Macao or Manila, Of course the 
affair has greatly checked Japanese confidence in foreigners. 

There has been a great uproar about that “ white elephant,” 
the church organ ; on its arrival it is found as much too Jarge for 
the church as it is for the pockets of the congregation, and after 
much squabbling has to be placed at the end of the church where 
the entrance now is. To this the minister demurs, but the trustees 
obtained a vote of confidence at a public meeting and they are 
doing right to put it there. The thing will be an incubus for a long 
time in many ways; it is not yet paid for, having cost three times 
what we could afford and what was at first intended. 

On the 19th inst. news reached us from Ne-e-gata that a Mr. E. 
King, an Irishman, and said to be related to an Irish peer, had 
been cut down and seriously wounded. There is no doctor there, 
and he may not survive. I hear that he was very harsh with Ja- 
panese, and it may be there was some provocation on his part. 

The Pacific Mail Steam Company are doing a big business 
here—the America goes full of cargo and passengers, having shut 
out a large quantity of both, and it is said that the company will 
despatch two steamers in July. Ifthe Pacific Railroad Company 
will afford facilities nearly all the tea from Shanghai and Japan 
will go that way before long, and then we must have semi- 
monthly mails. 

Politically there is nothing new. Satsuma is at Yedo, and 
manages things his own way—which way, I fancy, is all for the 
good of the people and foreigners—so well-informed men think— 
but Japanese politics are difficult to understand. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Dates extend to June 17; the Pacific Mail from New York, 
April 21, arrived out on the 28th May, and the P. and O. mail of 
the 21st April on the 14th June. Telegrams from London hed 
been received to June 2. 

The news from these places is devoid of interest or importance.

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The following movements of the vessels of war have taken place 
during the interval :—H.B.M. steamers Ringdove and Salamis 
both arrived from Shanghai on the 6th and 8th inet. respectively. 
Russian corvettes Aémaz on the 10th inst.!from San Francisco, and 
the Haydamaak on the 11th inst. The Zordenskjold (Danish) 
left for Hiogo on the 27th ult.,and the French iron-clad Alma 
and gunboat Amotha Piquet also left the same day for Shanghai, 
the Juno, H.B.M. transport, left for Yokohama on the 13th, and 
this afternoon H.B.M ships Ocean, Adventure, and Salamis left 
for Chefoo, followed by the two Russian corvettes Almaz and Hay- 
damaak, whose destination I have not yet heard. From the 
hurried way in which the two latter got up steam it is thought 
that it was not unlikely that they would give a look in to see how 
matters were progestins in the Korea. The only vessel remain- 
ing in port is H.B.M. gunboat Ringdove, which when relieved by 
the Elk, which is now daily expected, will proceed to Ghefoo. 

A Chinaman has reuted the tea-firing premises formerly be- 
longing to the estate of Glover and Co., and intends preparing tea 
for the English market for some of the large native teamen at 
this port, who, it is said, will not sell on this market, but will 
ship it to London, through some European firms at Shanghai. 
The competition is too small to do any permament injury to firms 
here, and I do not think that the Chinese can do firing cheaper 
than foreigners. The new business the natives are going into is 
likely to do more good to foreigners than to themselves, as it 
may cause them to fire considerable quantities up country, and 
bring it down in a fit state for immediate shipment similar to the 
Chinese. It is thought that the anxiety shown last year, both by 
Europeans and Chinese who visited this port, for the sole purpose 
of buying tea, for which they paid very high rates indeed, has 
led the natives to imagine that they can do very much better by 
shipping to London, notwithstanding the extreme prices they 
obtained here. I think that the Japanese by shipping will get 
more extended ideas of commerce, although it may be dearly paid 
fur, and that after a shipment or two they will learn that falls in 
value occur, a thing which they either would not or did not un- 
derstand. Only small parcels of tea supposed to be musters have 
as yet reached this place. 

wo unfortunate accidents have occurred here, both of which 
have proved fatal. The first on the 3rd instant, when « midship- 
man of the Ocean knocked down and injured a native, who has 
since died from concussion of the brain. Compensation of $450 
has been given to the friends of the deceased man. The other 
case is the drowning, on the night of the 5th instant, of a cor- 
poral of marines belonging to the Adventure, who, it is supposed, 
owing to the darkness of the night, must have walked over the Sa- 
garimatz custom-house jetty, which at the time the accident took 
place was without either rail or wall. As no marks of violence could 
be traced, this was the only conclusion the jurors could come to 
to account for the man’s death, as he bore a very good character. 
H.B.M. Consul has had the jetty railed in to prevent a repetition 
on future occasions. , 

The demolition of buildings in order to clear lots, with a view 
to throwing them up, still continues, I am sorry to say; two of 
the rear lots, Nos. 13 and 22, are undergoing this process at the 
present time. j ; 

It is said that the workmen in the Takasima mines are now 
close upon a new ten-feet seam of coals. Some of the old one- 
story godowns from Lot 13 have been purchased, [ hear, in order 
to convert them into coal sheds, in anticipation of more extended 
supplies being raised. 

The Albyns Isle sailed for London on the 6th instant.

CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 
Dates from this port extend to the 17th June; the outward 


mail of the 21st April arrived on June 6. 
The following items are from the North China Herald :— 


We have received 8 Customs Return showing the trade of 
Shanghai during the first quarter of 1871. The import of Grey 


Shirtings was double that in the corresponding, quarter of 1870, 
but still less by 480,000 pieces than in 1868 :—

The import of T-Cloths was about half that in the correspond- 
ing quarters of the two previous years :—

The import of English and Dutch drills was also about one- 
half that of the previous year, that of Americans exactly 
equal. Jeans, figure for 12,790 pieces, against 109,000; Chintzes 
24,000, against 159,000. The import of Camletsand Lastings was 
only one-half, and that of Long Ells only a fourth of that in 
1870; Lustres figure for 31,000, against 89,000 pieces ; Spanish 
Stripes 5,800, against 23,800. Of Iron less than half, and of 
Lead not a quarter of the quantity was taken as in the previous 
year; of ‘Tia notatenth. Lhe import of Coals was 10,000 tons 
more, of Opium 1,200 chests more, of Sugar about the same. One- 
half more Shirtings and double the quantity of T-Cloths were sent 
into the interior under transit pass. 
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_ It is noteable that the import of raw Cotton into Hankow 
continued on the same enormous scale as during the preceding 
quarter ; 184,000-piculs were imported, against 21,000 in 1870 ; 
yet the Commissioner says only 30,000 piculs remained in stock 
on March 23, all the rest having gone into the interior. 

The News Letter says that, “in anticipation of the early ratifi- 

cation of a treaty with China, now in course of negotiation, the 
Japanese have made arrangements for a Consulate at Shanghai. 
C. Biinacawe: Esq., has hired a house in Hongkew for the Ja- 
panese Consulate. 

A letter has been drawn up for submission to the Foreign Con- 
suls, respecting the last weakness discovered in the interpretation 
of the Land Regulations. Rule IX., speaking of the Ratepayers’ 
Meetings, says, “it shall be competent to such meeting, duly as- 
sembled, or a majority thereof, including proxies for absent 
owners of land, to impose and levy rates.” At the meetings 
which have taken place since the new regulations came in force, 
proxics for any ratepayer absent from the meeting have been 
allowed. The present letter argues that this was not the inten- 
tion of the clause, and we think the signitaries are clearly right. 
Only absent owners of land—landowners that is who are absent 
from Shanghai, and therefore unable to attend the meeting—are 
entitled to be represented by attornics. Ratepayers or land 

“owners who are in Shanghai can go to the meeting themselves. 
The indiscriminate acceptance of the proxy system tends to throw 
all power into the hands of a few, who may collect proxies with 
a ial object. ; 

Ve have been favoured by the manager of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company with a copy of the tables drawn up by M. 
Viguier for transmitting Chinese despatches by telegraph. The 
Chinese style of writing cannot be transmitted by the ordinary 
telegraph apparatus, but to give the Chinese an opportunity of 
sending messages, M. Viguier proposed a system so as to transmit 
their messages without translating them into any European Jan- 
guage. Of the 44,000 characters composing the Chinese alpha- 
bet, only 7,000 are of more common use, and by them every 
Chinese will be able to express himself quite intelligibly. As 
every Chinaman knows, at first sight, to which radical a character is 
to be referred, the 7,0U0 characters are in the system arranged in 
columns under their respective radicals, and every character is 
besides furnished with a number from 0001 to 7,000. By using 
the book which the Company has got printed for that purpose a 
Chinese is now able in a very short time to find the characters 
he wants to be transmitted, and to write down the corresponding 
numbers ; and by use of certain signs, separating the address, 
the contents of the message, the signature, &c., from each other, 
his message is now able to be transmitted as well as any other 
one. The receiving station is furnished with a board containing 
7,000 stamps numerated from 0001 to 7,000, and with the corre- 
sponding Chinese characters engraved on the other end. When 
now a Chinese message has been sent through the line the types 
bearing the numbers transmitted are taken out, the character 
printed down ina square ruled form, and the message is then 


The Chehsien has issued a proclamation ordering the registry 
of native banks. The foreign Consuls have refused to post it in 
the settlement. It simply means squeezing. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hongque Wharf Company 
was held on the 5th June, when the deed of settlement for the 
company was agreed to. 

The steamer Nanzing, in passing Shaweishan, noticed the signal 
“Disease and Death” flying on the island. Immediately on 
learning the report, the Chief Coast Lights Engineer, accompanied 
by Dr. Barton, started for the spot in the Awashing. ‘They report 
that the workmen employed in building the lighthouse had 
poisoned themselves with shell-fish which they gathered round 
the island. Two had died, and several others were ill. 

An important despatch has reached us by the mail from Eng- 
land, from M. Jules Favre to Chung How. Chung How desires 
to see M. Thiers, to present his letters of credence. The French 
Minister replied—not until your Emperor consents to see the re- 

resentative of France. In the meantime we hear M. Flury, an 
Dnder Secretary in the Foreign Department, has been appointed, 
in accordance with the despatch, to conduct negotiations with the 
Chinese Envoy. 

From Nanking we have at last reliable news regarding Chen- 
kwo-Jui. He was scized and bound by a mandarin named Li- 
chan-sou while a guest under the latter's roof, but was rescued by 
his followers, who sacked Li's house and carried off his wives. 
The cause of the quarrel was a demand by Li for the return of 
some money he had entrusted to Chen when they were both 
rebels, but which Chen was disinclined to repay. A violent alter- 
cation ensued, in the course of which Chen made reflections on 
Li’s moral antecedents, which so exasperated him that he ordered 
his guards to seize him. They did so, but Chen was rescued by 
his followers. Whether higher influence instigated the quarrel, 
and the design has been frustrated by Chen's escape, remains 
tosbe seen. Both mandarins are now at Nanking, complaining 
against each other. Tseng-kwo-Fan is reported to have recom- 
mended that both be degraded. 

The French iron-clad corvette Alma left Chefoo for Taku on 
June 12, with the French Admiral and Count de Rochechouart on 
board. The Admiral and the Charge d’Affaires will proceed to 
Peking. The French corvette Cosmao arrived at Chefoo on the 
11th, from Japan. 
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A Tientsin correspondent of the News-Letter writes :—In port 
we have one French gunboat, the Couleuvre, one British gunboat, 
the Leven, and one Russian gunboat, the Gornostay. A Chinese 
gunboat arrived here two days back, having on board Ying-Kwei, 
the Governor-General of the provinces of Fuh-kien and Chekiang. 
His brother, Ying-poo, a Keang-soo Taoutai, arrived here about 
the same hour in another Chinese gunboat from Shanghai. The 
former official is on his way to JPeking to have audiences of tho 
Emperor. The latter stays here to arrange the Japanese treaty. 

The Prussian corvette Hertha left on the 10th June, having on 
board M. Annecke, who goes to replace M. von Rehfues at Peking, 
during the absence of the latter on leave. He is succeeded by 
Mr. Wentzel as North German Consul at Shanghai. The Hertha, 
we believe, will pass the summer at Chefoo. , 

The Courter says:—At Hankow there was the greatest excite- 
ment as to which of the tea steamers should get away first, and 
bets were freely made, the favourite being the Eri King, which 
was understood as likely to be ready by nme or ten p.m. As it 
turned out, however, the Craigforth got first under way at one 
a.M. on Saturday, the 3rd June. As she ran past the Bund she 
was vociferously cheered by the residents, and when she passed 
the Lrl King at her moorings there was a brilliant display of 
rockets and blue lights. And so the Craigforth got the start of 
the grand ocean race for 1871. At two p.m. she reached Kiukiang, 
where she remained, completing her cargo. 





HONG KONG. 

The advices from this port extend to the 23rd June; the French 
mail of May 12 arrived out June 22. 

The following items are from the China Mail :— 

The order prohibiting the shipment of coolies from Shanghai, 
which followed upon the Dolores Ugarte tragedy, we are given to 
understand, was withdrawn in consequence of the mischief appre- 
hended trom a popular outbreak. The business of the dealers in 
this detestable traffic being by that order at a stroke suppressed, 
and their livelikiood lost to them, led them, so we hear, to demand 
some §30,(00 to 40,000 from the Governor of the Holy City, as 
compensation for the injury inflicted on them, and to threaten 
him, in the event of its non-payment, with active resistance. 
Finding himself without the ability, and, we would trust, equally 
without the inclination, to comply with the demand, and acting 
under the best legal advice at his command, he concluded that it 
would be injudicrous to attempt to enforce so strong and impor- 
tant an edict—one suppressing the principal business, almost the 
entire business of the colony—until he should have received the 
instructions of his Government. 

The Pokfolum Reservoir is possibly the most gigantic single 
piece of work which has been performed in this colony, and as it 
has now been aay sara one or two words may not be unaczept- 
able to those who have enjoyed the honour and privilege of “ pay- 
ing the piper” for the past few years. It was a curious circum- 
stance, we may remark in passing, that the drought should have 
so thoroughly dried the reservoir and tried the patience of rate- 
payers just as the last finishing touches were being given to the 
great basin. But the work was dried into proper consistency and the 
residents attained their English growl at one and the same time, 
because of the somewhat trying, and at one time serious absence 
of rain. It has been said, however, that “it never rains but it 

ours ;” and certainly this remark may be said to apply fairly to 
Hep Kong. The rain, when it did come, poured for some con- 
siderable time, and the result was that the huge basin of the 
water-works was flooded by the mountain streams.

We Suppo that this diocese must bid a long farewell to its 
Bishop. Yokohama paper mentions the fact of his arrival 
there from Shanghai, that he preached two sermons, and on the 
22nd May took his departure from Europe via San Francisco and 
New York. Dr. Alford has been a great traveller since his ap- 

ointment to the Bishopric of Hong Kong. On his first return 
Rome he went through India; on his second he goes through 
America. Some irreverent individual may be tempted to ask 
what is the moral, social, theological or ecclesiastical value of a 
Bishop to Hong Kong. 

We understand that the ordinance to amend an ordinance for 
the Remission of Penalties, laid before the Legislative Council on 
the 5th inst., is to be withdrawn before the second reading, and 
the action by Kwok Asing against the Attorney-General, for 
certain penalties under the Habeas Corpus Act, is to be allowed 
to take its course and come to trial on its merits. That being so 
we can say nothing about the case itselfin any way ; but we may 
express our opinion that the ordinance has been wisely withdrawn, 
for it would not have been allowed to pass unnoticed, and that, 
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possibly, its framers and supporters would have found themselves 
in deeper waters and warmer than they tumbled into over certain 
ex officio informations not so very long ago. 

The following are from the Daily Press :— 

It is reported that the prospectus will shortly be issued in 
Hong Kong of wharf and godown company. The demand for 
such accommodation has greatly increased in consequence of the 
opening of the Suez Canal, and there is probably room for a busi- 
ness of the kind, if properly conducted, to prove a paying concern. 

Telegraphic communication between Hong Kong and Shanghai 
was suspended on the day of the departure of last mail from Hong 
Kong, owing to a break in the cable, which it turned out had been 
completely cut, about twenty miles from Hong Kong. The da- 

was repaired on the 19th, and the wire was open to the 
lic again on the 20th. The company experienced considerable 
ifficulty in effecting the repairs, being disappointed in being able 
to engage the services of one of the telegraph ships in port, and 
heing afterwards detained by adverse weather. They are, however, 
completing arrangements by which they will be in future fully 
provided with reserve vessels for such purposes. It is under con- 
templation to lay branch lines to Foochow and Chefoo. 

The meeting of the Legislative Council, which was to have 
taken place on the 16th, has been postponed till further notice. 
‘The Government, it is stated, have withdrawn the proposed ordi- 
nanco to enact that no action should be brought for the recovery 
of statutory penalties to which the consent of the Governor in 
Council had not previously been obtained. This measure was 
very severely commented upon, as a direct invasion of the rights 
of individuals, and as placing the Courts under the order of the 
Executive. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


SINGAPORE. 
Dates are down to the Ist July. On the 22ad June the Eng- 
lish mail of the 19th May arrived. 
The following Summary is from the Straits Times ;— 


There has been little business transacted in the Legislative 
Council during the fortnight. The hearing of counsel and wit- 
nesses on behalf of the two rival New Harbour Railway schemes 
has been concluded, but no decision has been given by the Council 
in the matter. 

The removal of Mr. Owen from the Acting Judgeship to which he 
was nppointed in the absence of Sir William Hackett, so that the 
business of the Supreme Court might not be stopped, has caused 
great excitement in the colony. ‘The Bar have held a meeting, 
und passed a series of resolutions pointing out the grave incon- 
veniences of the situation. The unofficial mombers of Council, 
Messrs. Greenshields and Adamson, have given notice of their in- 
tention to inquire into the matter in a few days. Generally there 
is a strong feeling of indignation at the attempt of the Execu- 
tive to exercise direct control over the business of the Court and 
the action of the Judge, to the gross disregard of the public in- 
terest. 

The improvement of the police force is engaging the serious 
attention of the Government, and under the able direction of 
Captain Speedy, who has been appointed acting commissioner, 
good results are expected. Active measures have already been 
taken to arrest a number of Chinese passengers who are believed 
to have carried out a concerted plan and mutinied, and taken a 
junk sailing from Penang to Larote with $3,000 in specie. The 
suspected persons have out yet been apprehended. 

The good folks of Penang seem to have taken warmly to the 

old-mining movement, which has been set on foot within the 
ast month or two. The prospectus of the Chindrass Mining 
Company, Limited, with a capital of $25,000, has been issued. Ic 
is proposed to commence epee immediately on the quartz 
reef lately opened up by Mr. Fisher and his party, and the re- 
quisite machinery has arrived by the steamship Dund. 

Mr. Barnard, a legal practitioner from Yokohama, has arrived 
in Singapore with the intention of entering into practice. 

An ingenious method of punishing sleepy policemen has been 
discussed by the Acting Gommteaicnee Constables who are 
“caught napping ” are now compelled to carry a 56 lb. weight to 
and fro, in the heat of the day. The new system seems some- 
what strangely opposed to our insular ideas.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—A slight improvement had taken place in the market 
for Cotton Yarn and Grey Shirtings, but although there was some de- 
mand for these, prices were Jower than at date of last advices from this 
port. For all other Cotton Goods, and likewise for Woollens, Metals, 
and Coals there was absolutely no inquiry, and prices were nominal. 
The current rates for Grey Shirtings were, 7 Ibs., $2 to 2.05: 8 Ibs., 
$2.37} to 2.40 ; 9 lbs., $2.75 ; and for Cotton Yarn, 16-24, $36.50 to 
37 ; 28-32, $39.50 to 40; 38-42, $38. 

H1060 anp OSAKA.—A considerablo portion of the business of the 
month had been done by Chinese, who had in some instances made sales of 
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Cotton goods at even lower rates than those quoted. Stocks had been bu 

very slightly increased by fresh arrivals. Cotton Yarns: Nos. 28-32 had 
slightly advanced, and were fairly saleable, but other counts remained 
entirely neglected. Grey Shirtings : Sales of 8} lbs. goods by Chinese 
had been made during the month as low as Rios 2.373, but the price 
had since advanced to Rios 2.50 ($2.47) at which, however, there was 
but a trifling demand. Black Velvets: Somewhat more attention had 
been directed to these goods, and the price was slightly firmer. Victoria 
Lawns were lower and more difficult of sale. Drills were likewise 
neglected.

Hono Kona.— Owing to advices of an advance in the Manchester 
market, Cotton Yarn and Manufactures had exhibited considerable ac- 
tivity, and prices showed some recovery from the low range lately cur- 
rent. Native dealers had operated freely with a rising market, while 
on the other hand importers, anxious to reduce their heavy stocke, 
had been ready sellers.

YoxonamMA.—During the fortnight considerable quantities of new 
leaf had come forward, and had been eagerly bought up on arrival at 
high prices ; settlements, consisting principally of good medium kinds, 
amounted to about 4,000 piculs, making total settlements since last Ame- 
rican mail 5,000 piculs ; the greater portion of this, with a largo quantity 
from Hiogo, went forward by the present mail to San Francisco. Most 
of the settlements had been made at from ¢41 to 44 per picul, but the 
demand not having been so brisk during the closing few days, a weaker 
tendency may be noted, and prices at the close were as quoted below. 
The quality is said to be not so gond as that of last season, there having 
been great carelessness in the making up of the leaf, arising no doubt 
from anxiety to get early into the market. The unsold stock was esti- 
mated at about 2,500 piculs. Quotations :—Medium, $35 to 37 per 
picul; good medium, $38 to 41; fine, $42 to 45 per picul ; finest, $46 
and upwards. 

NaGASAKI.—A few small musters of the new leaf had been shown, 
but arrivals in bulk would not take place for twenty or twenty-five days. 
The country cost was lower than last season. The Albyn’s Isles to 
London on the 6th June took shipments consisting of Uncoloured, 
$11,153 lbs., and Green Tea, 21,200 Ibs. 

HroGo AND OsaKa.—New leaf: A large business bad been done 
for this mail, and settlements are estimated at 2,000 piculs. Prices 
were about on a par with those ruling at the opening of the market 
last year. The quality of the leaf was good, but many musters showed 
signs of a hurried and careless preparation. Arrivals about 2,200 piculs. 
All suitable parcels were eagerly taken up. Old Leaf: A few parcels, 
mixed with new, had found buyers. Quotations :—Common, none; good 
common, none; medium, Rios 36 to 39 per picul; good medium, 
Rios 40 to 45; fine, Rios 46 to 50; finest, choice, and choicest, Rios 51 
and upwards. 

Ki1vuK1anG,—Black Tea: Owing to a reported decline in Hankow 
prices, shipments there had almost ceased. The No.2 chops Ning- 
chows had arrived, but were not equal to their usual quality ; some 
chops had been settled at Tls. 24 to 36. The last sale of No. 1 chop 
Ningchow was Tls.37, but there wero no more to come forward. 
Quotations were: Ningchows, Tis, 24 to 27; Hohows, Tis. 21 to 22, but 
No sales had been made. Green Teas: Nothing to report. 

Haxkow.—Oanfas and Oopacks: Business had been active during 
the fortnight, and though at one time prices, more especially for the 
medium ‘leas, weakened fully 1 to 2 taels, this decliae had since been 
recovered ; Ounfas still continued the favourites, and at Tle. 24 to 26 
were readily taken up. The quality of the Chong-sou-kai Teas was 
digappointing, and though the leaf from the Suunyong district was 
fairly made, the Oopack crop was scarcely considered equal to last 
season; the second and third packs were about the only Teas on offer, 
current rates for them being Tls, 204 to 24 per picul. Flavoury Teas of 
the Oonam class commund Tls. 20 to 22, and common Seangtams had 
been bought to some extent at Tis. 134 to 144 per picul. Ningchows: 
Transactions were resumed at Ts. 27 to 34 per picul, showing a marked 
decline on former purchases ; better value was again obtained later on, 
but in common with Teas generally prices had hardened. The Teas 
were being sent direct to Shanghai for sale. The prices paid were as 
follows :—Oanfas: Finest, 1s. 9¥d. to 2s. Ofd. per lb. ; medium to fine, 
1s. 73d. to 1s. 9}d.; common to good Ooram, 1s. 1d. to 1s. 64d. 

5$d. to 
1s, 844. 

: Seams Bleck : The market for the new produce was opened on 
June 6 by the purchase of two chops, one being a parcel of Oopack at Tis, 
28, and the other a Hohow tea at ‘Ils. 24. A steady business had con- 
tinued since at pretty regular prices, which, however, appear on the 
average to be higher than the reduced rates ruling at Hankow according 
to late advices. The shipments to date show an excess over those of 
last year, but the arrivals of Tea from the country had been somewhat 
smuller than they were at the corresponding period of last season. 
Settlements for the fortnight, 14,200 cheets; ro-shipments on owners’ 
account, 11,400 chests; stock, 113 chops, or 39,400 packages. Quota- 
tions (duty paid, at 6s.

Settlements for the fortnight, 1,659 half-clicsts ; stock, 1 
chop, or 336 packages. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Westall, Galton, and Co., report as follows :— 
This market was unexpectedly opened on the 14th June, by the settle- 
ment of about 1,000 half-chests of Yung How Congou, at prices ave- 
raging Tls. 22 ship off, all round. Most of the fincst Teas had just 
arrived, and buying became general, resulting in the largest daily pur- 
chases ever known at the port. The opening prices for fine to finest 
chops were below last year’s, but through keen competition the last pur- 
chases are at about same figure; but these Teas are fully 20 per cent. 
better than they were in tho past season. Suey Kuts, worse than last 
year’s, are 3 to 4 Taelsdearcr, Yung Hows, although averaging 2 tu 3 
Taels more, are better Teas to an equal extent. A few common Teas 
have sold at extreme rates, probably for Colonial orders. Only ono 
chop of fine Souchong has been bought, showing worse value than last 
year. In Oolongs business has been most irregular, and prices propor- 
tionately so; in some instances, as much as 7 to 8 Taels discrepancy 
being apparent. All good to fine Teas have been eagerly secured for 
England. American buyers have settled about 10,000 half-chests of fair 
cargo Teas at Tls. 2] to 28 ship off. The Teas are more dusty than lust 
year. A few of the finest Pekoes have been bought on a par with last year. 
Scented Teas are Tls. 2 to 3 higher, and are vory deficient in scent, owing 
to the unfavourable weather for the scenting flower; future supplies 
promise to be better. Even with the prospect of a short firat crop, it 
is impossible for present prices to be maintained in the face of large 
simultaneous shipments from the North and Canton, with four steamers 
from this.

Amoy.—Muasters of about 100 chops of Oolong had been shown, some 
of which were not free from Dust or Broken Leaf, but on tho whole 
there was little difference, cithcr in leaf or liquor, between this and last 
year’scrop. Only a few Congous had arrived, and the report that sup- 
plics of this description will be short appears likely to be realised. s 

CanTon.—Scented Capers had been purchased very freely, and set- 
tlements amounted to 63,000 boxes. Prices had been rather irregular, 
but onthe whole common and medium kinds may be reported as main- 
taining last quotations, while the finer kinds had ruled rather oasicr. 
Moderate purchases had been made of Scented Orange Pekoe at prices 
which, though somewhat reduced from the opening rates, were still very 
full, especially for the “ new make ” descriptions. In Green Teas there 
had been little doing, a few small parcels of Gunpowder taken for the 
Continent being all the business to report.

SILK. 


Yoxoa a.—Operations had been confined toa very limited number, 
and the business done since the 3rd June resalted in the settlement of 
about 250 bales, chiefly for shipment on native account. Prices for 
Hanks continued on the most irregular scale, while Oshus and Sodais 
were a little lower. Favourable reports continue to be received with re- 
gard to the prospects of the new crop, and large musters were expected 
early in July. Scttlements, total 250 bales; Stocks, 1,300 bales. 

HroGo AND 0sAKA.—About 60 bales hed been settled during the 
month, terms for the greater portion of which had not transpired ; the 
remainder consisted of silks upon which it was impossible to base quo- 
tations. Dealers had shown nv anxiety to sell, and had, failing to ob- 
tain their price, withdrawn the few parcels of desirable silks which had 
been put on the market. The weather, gencrally speaking, had been 
favourable for the new crop. 

SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Circu- 
lar :—The French mail left this on June 10, taking 79 bales for France 
and 8 bales for London, and the American mail on June 18 with 68 
bales for New York. Immediately after the departure of the last Eng- 
lish mail buying began, and before the French mail left some 1,200 
bales were settled; amongst them were some Old Standard Chop Silks 
at Tls. 540, which, on inspection, were found to be so very inferior for 
chop, they were rejected; buying since then has been pretty general, 
but at very irregular prices, and, as the mail closes, dealers are willing 
to make a concession of Tls. 10 to 15 per picul. The quality of all the 
Silk this season is much inferior to last. The following are a few of the 
purchases :—Check chep 3rd, 278.

medium and common Tsatlee, 21s, 2d. to 22s. 8d. ; Ching Yuen Sing, 
No. 2 Kahing, 23s. 10d. 

CANTON.—There was but little of the first crop remaining on the 
market, the native manufacturers having taken it freely. The second 
crop was arriving, and the total yield was expected to be large, but the 
quality wos extremely poor. This inferiority had checked business, 
buyers being unwilling to operate even at reduced rates which were being 
asked for second crop silk. The limited quantities of fine kinds of the 
first crop on the market commanded high prices, 


JAVA AND STRAITS PRODUCE. 
SINGAPORE.—During the fortnight the Produce market had been 
very quiet, with but little change in the quotations of the chief staples. 
Gambier offering freely at $2.85, market weak, a large qusatly coming 
forward; about 1,650 tons contracted for at $2.85 per picul. Black 
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Pepper risen in valuc, no supplies, quotations nominal. White Pepper 
advancing, and only obtainable in small lots. Pearl Sago in less re- 
quest and weaker, business limited. Sago flour in good demand and 
firm, supplies of Borneo taken up at $2.574 to 2.584 per picul; a con- 
siderable business done, Tapioca bought to some extent at previous 
quotations, market cleared. Tin had an upward tendency, moderato 
business; market firm.

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LATEST TELEGRAMS.

LOSS OF HER MAJESTY'S SHIP “MEGARA.” 

Intelligence has been received at the Admiralty, by telegraph from 
Batavia, that Her Majesty’s ship Megera has run ashore, in a sinking 
state, at St. Panl's Island. Crew and passengers all saved. The 
Megera was a troop ship, which about three months ago left Cork 
overcrowded with troops, and respecting the unseaworthiness of the 
vessel the gravest apprehensions were expressed. 

Bince the receipt of the first news of the disaster the Admiralty 
have received the following telegram, in reply to one sent to Batavia, 
asking the cause of the disaster, and whether provisions were landed 
from the Megera at St. Paul’s. In addition to her own provisions, 
the vessel carried a considerable quantity of naval provisions destined 
for Sydney :—“ From Fraser, Consul, Batavia, August 5. Leak re- 
ported about June 8. Kept under for several days by hand pumps. 
Leak increased ; steam then used; water kept under. Insnfficient 
coal to reach Australia; steered for St. Paul's. Jone 17 anchored. 
Survey held; diver employed; reported unsafe to proceed; hole 
through bottom; landed provisions; weather stormy; lost three 
‘anchors. . June 19 the ship wag run on the bar full speed and filled. 
Lieutenant Jones left July 16, all well; men under canvas ; 80 tons 
cargo saved. Steam-ship Rinaldo left Singapore yesterday for St. 
Paul's, via Batavia.” 

The following telegram has been received from Hong Kong, dated 
August 5:—“ Tae Peninsular and Oriental Company's steamer Ma- 
lacca, 1,680 tons, embarks provisions here. Should reach St. Paul’s 
about the 29th. Can bring old (? whole) crew home. The Rinaldo 
leaves Singapore immediately for Batavia with provisions; will com- 
municate with Lieutenant Jones, of the Megera, and proceed to St. 
Paal’s if urgently required.—Tae Commopone.” 











Mr. E. J. Reed, the ex-Chief Constructor of the Navy, has written 
to The Times, stating that he examined the Megera in Woolwich 
Dockyard several years ago, and reported her fit only fora very brief 
period of further service, in consequence of the extreme thinness to 
which her plates had become worn by many years of almost continued 
use at sea. That period has long been exceeded. He has, he adds, 
been precluded for a whole year from making known to the profes- 
sional advisers of the Admiralty the nature and grounds of his appre- 
hengions touching certain vessels, but the time is coming when the 
safety of the navy will claim at least equal consideration with the 
economy of the navy. ‘‘It is amazing to me,’’ he adda, ‘“‘that men 
of intelligence, to say nothing of men who assume to manage the 
affairs of a nation, should fail,to see that in thrusting the great navy 
ef England into the hands of one man after another who knows no- 
thing whatever about it Parliament is both inviting and insuring a 
long course of disaster.” 

In a second letter to the same journal Mr. Reed reiterates his 
statement that he made an inspection of her and pronounced her sea- 
worthy for only a given time, but his most serious charge against the 
Admiralty is that they absolutely refused to allow him to communicate 
with his successors. It is this action on the part of the Government 
which occasions his apprehensions, and compels him to pronounce 
their policy inconsistent with the safety of the navy. He objects to 
men embarkiug on board the Glaéton under present circumstances, 
for she was not desivned a3 a sea-going ship, and he will repeat the 
same ag regards the Thunderer and Devastation, when they arrive at 


completion.

POWER AND JUSTICE IN THE FAR EAST. 

It is impossible to read without concern, so deep as to 
amount to anxiety, the reports which we continually receive 
of the arbitrary interference of the Executive with the Judi- 
cial departments of the administration of many of our de- 
pendencies in the Far East. No less than three instances in 
which British Governors have recently interposed their au- 
thority to check or alter the course of justice in British 
Courts are before us now. In Hong Kong, in Singapore, and 
in Calcutta, the Executive has deliberately refused to allow the 
law to take its course, set at nought the first principles of the 
Great Charter, and either prohibited or prevented trials involv- 
ing the most cherished rights of British subjects from being 
taken in their proper order, or conducted by impartial judges. 
In Hong Kong Mr. Chief Justice Smaue's ruling, in the case 
of the coolie, Kwox-a-sinc, whose rendition was demanded 
by the Chinese Government, has been superseded by an act, 
which approaches more nearly to a coup d’état than anything 
which we could have conceived possible under English rule 
Kwok-a-sinG, having been confessedly entrapped on board a 
Macao coolie ship, rose with his brother captives, and re- 
gained his liberty, in common with the rest of the human 
cargo of the slaver, by a struggle in which the commander 
and some of the crew of kidnappers were killed. When 
KWok-a-SiNG was. recognised, in the peaceful pursuit of the 
calling from which he had been snatched, in Hong Kong, the 
Chinese Government demanded his rendition to answer a 
charge of mutiny and murder on the high seas. Mr. Chief 
Justice SMALE, when the man was brought before him, ruled 
that he had committed no offence under which he could be 
given up, because every man who is unjustly deprived of his 
liberty has a right to employ the best means in his power to 
regain it—a truth which, we feel sure, none of our readers will 
deny. For reasons which he will no doubt be called upon to ex- 
plain, this decision of the Chief Justice’s appears to have been 
so unpalatable to the Governor that he ordered the coolie 
into custody again, and desired the Judge to reconsider his 
decision. No doubt Mr. Smaxe did so reconsider it, for he 
arrived at the same conclusion that any other upright judge 
or independent observer would have done, and he confirmed 
his former judgment. Aguin and again was this unseemly 
contest renewed, until the Governor, finding the judge in- 
flexible, determined to gain his point by a coup de main. 
Accordingly, the CotontaL SecReTary was instructed to 
move, at the last sitting of Council reported by the last mail, 
that a Bill might be read to “remove doubts” as to the 
rendition of criminals—an euphuistic phrase for reversing 
the law—and, although the proposed Bill was opposed by the 
Cuter Justice and other independent members, this Bill was 
actually passed through a second reading in abrogation of 
standing orders. “In a word,” as our correspondent “Tau” 
forcibly puts it, “the Governor and his party disregarded 
“ the ruling of the Judge, and wil], no doubt, follow up their 
“ action by giving the Chinese Government all they want.” 
The Government and the Carer Justice are therefore now 
at direct issue in Hong Kong, and—apart from considerations 
of right and wrong—the consequence of such an unseemly 
division cannot but be most pernicious in the present condi- 

tion of our relations with the Chinese. 
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In Singapore—case No. 2—the dispute is fraught with 
different difficulties, the chief burden of which will prees 
on the European community. We learn from our esteemed 
contemporary, the Straits Times, that. Mr. Owen, the gentle- 
man whose appointment to fill the judgeship vacant till the 
arrival of Sir Wint1am Hackett was 80 universally popular, 
has beeu summarily superseded because he refused to post- 
pove a certain trial in which the Government were inte- 
rested. Of course, if any good reason existed why the trial 
should be postponed, the proper course would have been for 
the Government to have made the usual application in open 
Court. Instead of this, an “intimation” was conveyed to 
the judge, which that gentleman, very much to his honour, 
declined to attend to. Mr. Own felt—and every judge in 
ithe Empire will concur with him—tbat he could not con- . 
scientiously allow himself to be guided by any private 
communication — let it come from whatever quarter it 
might. This plain and reasonable explanation was, 
according to our contemporary, met with an authorita- 
tive “intimation” that the “wishes of the Executive 
must be obeyed ;” and that, if they were not, Mr. OWEN 
would be immediately removed from the Bench —a 
threat which, monstrous as it may appear, was actually 
carried out. The Singapore Gazette appeared with a notice 
that Mr. Owen's appointment was rescinded, and the con- 
sequence is that the Governor has gained his point by au 
arbitrary exercise of powers entrusted to him for a very 
different purpose. Because the Judge would not truckle to 
back-stair influence, the public are deprived of a high- 
minded and useful servant, and left adrift in the sea of 
pending litigation with the firm conviction that the gentle- 
man who may be next selected to oconpy the vacant Bench 
will owe his appointment rather to his complaisance than 
his conscience—to his readiness to do “anything to oblige” 
rather than his legal altainments or self-respect. 

Both Mr. SmaLe and Mr. Owen, whatever may have been 
the penalties incurred by them through their conscientious 
interpretation of the laws which they were appointed to ad- 
minister, may however be assured that their independent ac- 
tion has secured for them not only their own self-respect, but 
the respect of the great public at home. We wish we could 
say so much of the conduct of the judges in the recent Wa- 
habee trials in Bengal—a case to which we should not refer 
here but that we fear the example set by the Governor Gene- 
ral of India has only been too scrupulously—or unscrupulously 
— followed by the Executive in Hong Kong and Singapore. 
We will not dwell on the monstrous incidents of the Waha- 
bee trial, which will, we believe, shortly engage the attention 
of Parliament ; but we may mention that the Indian judges, 
in obedience, as it is believed, to the “ intimations” of Earl 
Mayo not only refused to take the case in its due order at 
Calcutta—the only place where an independent jury of Eng- 
lishmen could be collected—but also, when they had suc- . 
ceeded in removing the venue to Patna, conducted the pro- 
opedings in Urdu—a language unknown to the accused and 
their counsel—and absolutely refused to supply an interpreter. 

It would be impertinent to detain our readers with any 
lengthened comment on instances of Jnjustice—deliberately 
committed under the stalking-horse of Justice—such as these 
three to which we have adverted. The independence of our 
judges is as dear to us all as the “ palladium of liberty "— 
trial by jury. To endeavour to bend, soothe, bribe, or coerce 
& judge, has been, happily for England, a design too desperate 
to be attempted by any Government since the venal days of 
Bacon or Jerrreys. The new system attempted in Hong 
Kong, Singapore, and Bengal, can only recoil on the fatuous 
officials who would strive to stem the tide of public feeling 
with a weapon as insufficient as that which Mrs. ParTiInGTox 
employed against the ocean. The “gravis censor,” who “ vitas 
et crimina quosrit,” will always be the object of the sympathy 
of the people, so long as he resists the influence of power 
unconstitutionally exercised—in fact, so long as he fulfils the 
duties accepted by him on oath at his appointment. The 
recompense may not be immediately apparent, but it will 
certainly be shown some day in the public appreciation of the 
conduct of such judges as Mr. SmaLE and Mr, Owen; and, 
in the meantime, their own hearts will console them for the 
slights they have been subjected to.

ralisation of the French army. It is no disparagement to the 
Germans—no tarnish on their shield of triamph—that they 
owed the unvarying ease of their victories not more to their 
own compact and perfect organisation than to the incompet- 
ence and profligacy of the French commandere. The courage 
of both nations, reckoning man for man, is as much respected 
now as it has ever been in the long series of alternate victo- 
Ties in the straggles which, we had hoped, closed in the an- 
nals of the last war. It seems, however, that some of the 
German residents of Shanghai made a demonstration— 
partly, no doubt, excusable under the circumstances—when 
they received news of the terms on which peace had been 
concluded ; and that this demonstration was made as wound- 
ing to their French neighbours as it was gratifying to them- 
selves. We take the story merely as it has been told to us ; 
but, if there be any foundation for it, we feel sure that all 
the educated Germans of the settlement (and what Germans 
are uneducated #) must deeply regret that gratuitous pain 
should have been inflicted on persons with whom they have 
been living on terms of complete harmony to the mu- 
tual advantage of both nationalities. We hope we shall 
hear no more of such unseemly squabbles as the one 
under notice. We regret that the French should have at- 
tached any importance to a little ebullition, which, though 
it showed a certain insouciance, was probably the impulse of 
amoment. Both parties must, we feel sure, be convinced 
that, whatever may be the glory Germany has acquired, and 
whatever prestige France bas lost, in the late war, the gene- 
ral impression created in China by the fact that the Western 
Powers quarrel with one another must be most destructive 
to European progress in the Far East. Both Germans and 
French in China, whatever their natural feelings may be, 
must be assured by recent events that the causes and results 
of their conflicts are turned to the disadvantage of both by 
the hangers-on of the Chinese Government. Both Germans 
and French must, we imagine, be fully persuaded of the 
truth of the poet’s saying— 
‘War is a game which, were their subjects wise, 
Kings would not play at,” 
and we hope that angry feelings will now be allowed to sub- 
side, and that there will be no more wars between two na- 
tions which possess the opportunity of being of such ines- 
timable assistance to each other in the civilisation of the 
Far East. Instead of squabbling about a few thousand acres 
of territory at home, let them unite in bringing into closer 
communion with Europe the countless millions of the Chi- 
nese population, who are hungering for such intercourse. 
And in this movement it will be only graceful for the victors 
to take the initiative. ‘Let bygones be bygones ”—let Ger- 
many all over the world exult in the victory, which no one 
grudges her, but with the view, not of humiliating a fallen 
foe, but of raising her up to become a fellow-labourer in the 
inexhaustible vineyard of the Far East. Vircit might have

MALOO MIXTURE AND THE GERMAN MEPCHANTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1n,—In your issue of the 10th ult. your correspondent “Tau ” 
writes from information received from a Shanghai correspondent 
that the trade in spurious tea was, as far as his correspondent 
could make ‘out, “confined to two or three German houses.” 
Then, alluding to some remarks of your own with reference to the 
cargo of the Sydenham, he hopes—and so do I—“ that detection 
of the offenders will be followed up by the prosecution of both 
shippers and consignees ;” and further, “that something should 
be done to “repress a dangerous nuisance and a great scandal 
to British commerce.” To this I say ‘so let it be.” In the same 
number of your paper you quote an article from the Standard, 
in which it is shown that the authorities are powerless, not 
alone’ in the matter of the so-called tea, but in regard to the 
adulteration of many other articles of consumption. 

With a view to find out how far your correspondent’s assertions 
were supported by fact, 1 set about to find out the shippers and 
receivers ; in short, I embraced the opportunity which an inspec- 
tion of the manifest of the Sydenham has afforded me to obtain 
every information. The result of my inquiries was a discovery 
that the consignees are all English, and that amongst them are to 
be found the names of most respectable city houses ; and would it 
surprise you to hear that such a mixture of so-called tea as “Tau’s” 
Shanghai correspondent describes was not on board the Sydenham 
at all, although some low quality teas undoubtedly formed part of 
her cargo? Such assertions or insinuations, I think, as are made in 
“Mav's” letter should not be thrown out carelessly. I maintafn 
that no German firms have shipped such teas, or, as your corres- 
pendent calls them, “ preparations’ by this ship. Ifthe contrary 

the case, then, having such facilities for ascertaining the facts 
as your correspondent possesses, let him denounce the firms)by 
name, let him do this and he will have performed an act pro bono 
publico. But when he names two or three firms and asks them to 
denounce others he evidently implies that other houses not named 
by him, although standing commercially and socially as high as 
any of them, must be the culprits. 

The next allusion in your correspondent’s letter is to the case 
of a Mr. Oppert, who was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
“ by Prince Bismark’s Government,” for having, with some Ame- 
ricans, landed from a Prussian flagged steamer on Korea, and de- 
spoiled a royal tomb. Prince Bismark had nothing to do with 
the punishment of the person named—who, as a subject of Ham- 
burg, was by the authorities of that place charged before the re- 
gular court,—with which Bismark had nothing to do. Your cor- 
respondent says that the Amcricans escaped punishment. The 
fact is Mr. Consul Seward in his correspondence to Mr. W. H. 
Seward, extending from 24th April to 7th December, 1868, 
speaks of only one American so concerned, and whom he would 
bring to trial in June of that year ; but from that correspondence 
it is also evident that the chief instigator of the taking “from 
their tombs the remains of one or more sovereigns of that 
country (Korea), for the pu’ it would seem, of holding them 
for ransom,” was a Bishop of the Romish Church, who of course 
does not appear afterwards, but who pretended to have been sent 
by the Korean Government. 

To return to the original subject, “ Maloo Mixture.” Not pene 
in the trade, of course, I do not understand much about it, but 
find that quantities of “ tea dust ’ are exported from China to Eng-

The Times publishes a letter from the Secretary of the Peru- 
vian Legation, referring to the abuses which are committed in 
the engagement and transmission of Chinese emigrants to the 
ports of South America, The writer asserts that the Peru- 
vian Government not only has never sanctioned the trading 
in Chinese in an illegal manner, but bas adopted every mea- 
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land. From the latest returns of the trade at the Treaty ports in 
China, for the year 1870, I find that in that year the tea dust ex- 
ported was to Great Britain 360,397 lbs., and to the United States 
of America 40,000 lbs. Without accusing anybody, it is evident 
that the greater part of this rubbish comes to England to be pur- 
chased by dealers, and mixed and sold as tea to consumers. 

I do not think that the ‘heathen Chinee” is so much to blame 
“ for collecting, mixing, scenting, doctoring and packing the ar- 
ticle,” as those who purchase the stuff, which, if not ordered, 
would not be manufactured. But it is not to Berlin we must 
look for a remedy of thisevil,—I am not sure whether the tea 
trade considers it an evil—but nearer home. As a confirmation of 
this I point to the cargo manifests, which show conclusively who 
are the largest importers of this dust. This can be done by any- 
one with as little trouble as it has been to your obedient servant,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrerpaM, Aug. 2. 

The optimism of our Conservative papers with reference to the prin- 
ciples of the newly- appointed Governor-General is increasing every day. 
Indeed, when Mr. Myer left the Hague to pass the rest of his political 
career in dolce far niente at Buitenzorg our Tories did not expect more 
support for their party than they anticipate now from Mr. Loudon. 
Mr. Myer started for Batavia because he was, as the Conservative Go- 
vernment declared, the right man in the right place to maintain Con- 
servatism in our colonies, and it is now quite forgotten that Mr. Loudon 
has been appointed by a Liberal Government. Of course the opinion is 
that Mr. Loudon is a Conservative, or at least a man of half measures, 
But it is again forgotten that he has, as a colonial statesman, a history. 
Nine years ago Mr. Loudon was the bete noir of the Conservative party. 
In 1861 he was appointed Minister of the Colonial Department in a 
Liberal Cabinet. The Liberals expected much of his reorganisation 
plans, but Baron von Zuylen, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, who 
maintained the principles of his father-in-law, Mr. Rochussen, had the 
idea that the colonies ought to be ruled, not according to the views of 
the Minister of the Colonial Department, but according to his opinions. 
He accordingly addressed his famous dépeche-circulaire to our 
Ambassadors abroad, in which he developed his colonial programme. 
Of course these Ambassadors had nothing to do with this colonial 
policy, but the Baron had no other official persons to whom he could ad- 
dress himself. Mr. Loudon, however, rejected this programme and 
provel himself clearly to bea Liberal statesman. For this he was 
vehemently attacked by the principal Conservative paper, which was in 
return termed by the Minister in Parliament an organ for lies and 
slander. The dissension between the Ministers Loudon and Van Zuylen 
led to the fall of the Cabinet; and the first named was offered a seat in 
the Thorbecke-Betz-Olivier ministry, which he refused because he did 
approve of fixing the India Budget by law. I think these few lines will 
be sufficient to prove that the Conservatives have no right to state that 
Mr. Loudon belonys to their party. On the other side, I should not 
like to affirm that Mr. Loudon is the man the Liberals are wanting ; 
but there is no reason for believing that he will rule Java according to 
the views of our Conservatives. 

In our commercial circles much auxiety is felt about the fate of the 
Hoek van Holland, which left Falmouth on the 15th of March with a 
cargo of coals. Since this vessel was lengthened much question was 
raized ubout her seaworthiness. So much is certain that the master 
and the crew, on arriving with the ship in England, refused to proceed 
any further, 

There is hardly anything to report about affuirs at the Bourse. The 
general weakness which prevails is obviously due to want of business. 
In the money market there is a moderate demand, and the rate of dis- 
count remains unaltered. 

The greatest dulness still prevails in politics, literally there is not one 
fact worthy of mention. 

The steamer Prins van Oranje left on the 29th July, bound for Ba- 
tavia via the Suez Canal. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The result of the Trading Company’s late Sugar sale has borne evi- 
dence of the dulness which has prevailed of late for this article, and by 
which the white sorts have in particular been muterially affected. Rice 
ulso continues depressed, and can only be sold at reduced rates, but 
prices of the other articles are, upon the whole, pretty well supported, 
without there being much activity in the demand. The Trading Com- 
pany's public sale of Rattans has gone off at high prices. 

CorrzE exhibits a firm, but very quict appearance. Hardly any 
business has been doing in Trading Company's Java from second hands, 
but the following shipments of private importation changed hands,

FOREIGN SHIPS IN THE PHILIPPINE ISLANDS. 

The Lords of the Committee of Privy Council for Trade, have re- 
ceived from the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs a translation of 
a note from the Spanish Minister at this Court, calling attention to 
the resort of foreign ships to non-qualified ports in the Philippine 
Archipelago, and requesting the publication of the following circular 
of the Spanish Government to its representatives abroad, dated 2nd of 
July, 1860, the provisions of which are still in force :— 


‘‘(Translation.) The abuses committed by some foreign vessels 
which, in violation of the Customs’ reyulations in force in the Philip- 
pine Islands, have taken to the island of Iolo a quantity of goods of 
unlawful commerce, munitions «und stores of war, have attracted the 
attention of the Queen our Lady, and, in consequence thercof she has 
been pleased to direct that you be instructed to remind the Govern- 
ment where you are that as no other than the port of Manila, Sual, 
llo Ilo, and Zamboanga are open to external commerce the foreign 
flag will not be allowed to trade.direct with Iolo and the adjacent 
places, which, according to the capitulations of April 80, 1851, form 
an integral part of the Philippine Archipelago. By Royal order [ 
communicate thia to you, so that you may make the foregoing regu- 
lation as public as possible for the information of the trading coms 
munity of the country where you are,” 
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COURT OF ADMIRALTY. 
. THE WILLEM III. 

This was a cause of salvage on behalf of the General Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, the owners of the steamship Scorpio, and the owner, 
master, and crew of the steam-tug Cambria, in respect of services 
rendered to the screw steamship Willem JJJ. On May 20 last, at 
midnight, the Scorpio fell in with the Willem /II., on fire, off St. 
Katherine’s in the Isle of Wight. On proceeding closerto the Willem 
IIT. it was discovered that the vessel had beenabandoned. The Scor- 
pio then proceeded to look for the boats of the Willem J/I., and ulti- 
mately found four containing the crew and a great number of paasen- 
gers, many of whom were ladies. About five o’clock in the morning 
the Cambria reached the Willem J//., and it was agreed that she 
should tow the vessel to Spithead, and at about 3 p.m. she succeeded 
in grounding the vessel, which was still burning, on Hamilton bank. 

The Court awarded £1,000 to the Scorpio, £2,500 to the Cambri 
£20 to the pilot who was on board the Cambria, and £600 to the pilo 
cutter Mary for her services in rescuing certain of the crew and pas- 
sengera, with coats.

The first arrivals of new season’s Tea, per steamera Australia, Erl 
King, and Enterprise, have been placed on the market, and the 
quality of the portion yet examined is barely equal to that of the pre- 
ceding season ; the demand has been moderate, and only a few chops 
have been disposed of—good Moning Congou at 1s. 7d. to 1s. 10d., 
fine to finest 28. to 2s. 4d. per Ib. 

At the public sales held on the 31st nlt. only 3,892 packages were 
offered, consisting chiefly of small and undesirable parcels, and nearly 
the whole was disposed of without reserve at about the valuations. 
About 1,700 packages consisted of Congou, which sold without reserve 
at easy rates—siftings, 3d. to 34d.; common red leaf, 10d. to 
10}d. ; good common to fully fair red leaf, 11d. to 1s. 1d. ; Souchong 
brought 1s. 3d. to 1s. 3$d., and numerous small parcels of Green 6d. 
to 10d. per lb. 

Another small public sale of 641 chests new season’s Moning 
Congou, per Enterprise, from Hankow, was held on the 2nd inst. 
This parcel being printed without reserve on the day of sale on ac- 
connt of the importers, was sold at 1s.

SILK. ‘ 

The activity of purchase and buoyancy of market recently prevail- 
ing continues with some further slight advance in prices, Tho extent 
of business in China silk has been limited apparently only by the 
comparatively exhausted stock. The deliveries are good—far in excess 
of any previous month in the Jast few years, with the exception of last 
month and the month of March 1870, and the aggregate stocks are 
only slightly in excess of last year. A very large portion of the business 
done recently bas been “for arrival "—rather a new feature, but the 
agency of the telegraph seems to render it comparatively free from 
difficulty, especially in the early part of the season. Japan Silk 
shows a large difference in the deliveries as compared with last month, 
but this was to be expected. They are still good if only present 
figures can be maintained. The stock is very large. In Canton Silk 
the stock has been reduced to comparatively moderate dimensions, 
notwithstanding the very large importation of the two past seasons; 
but in this Silk prices do not mark the same improvement as in China 
and Japan Silk.

TEA. 

The following is from Messrs. Beebe’s Circular :—Bnsiness in all 
kinds of tea during the past month has been comparatively small, and 
prices current for Greens and Blacks at the date of our last barely 
maintained. Japans, other than choice parcels, show a further decline 
of 2c. to Sc. Our market at the close is somewhat unsettled, and 
boyers act with extreme caution in view of the near approach of new 
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crop goods. The arrival at San Francisco of the America on the 15th 
inst., with 24,000 packages, has for the moment increased their dis 
sition to limit purchases to actual wants, and until samples of hex 
goods are shown, and probable values ascertained, Japans are likely 
to be neglected. Included in the sales reported since Jane 20 are 
12,100 half-chests Green, 5,500 half-chests Japan, and 5,100 half- 
chests Oolong.

The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 16,748,661 lbs.; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 55,282,616 lbs., as the total supply. Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to July 18, 3,550,161 lbs., and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 31,160,338 
Ibs., there remainsa total of 20,572,117 lbe., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from June 18 to July 18 amounted 
to 2,301,509 lbs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 2,578,689 
Ibs. ; and the exports to 232,561 Ibs, 


SILK. 

The following is Mr. D. O'Donoghue’s report on the market :—Since 
Jast circular there has been a fairly active market for silks, confined 
principally to the re-reeled sorts. Importers having submitted to a 
further slight decline, in order to close out old lots before the arrival 
of the new silk, has had the effect, in a few instances, of inducing 
manufacturers to anticipate their wants, and some transactions have 
been made for delivery 1st of August. As we approach the time for 
the new season’s silks, however, we note a growing disposition on the 
part of buyers to hold off, and asa rule, sales have been made for im- 
mediate consumption.
